To Hear Flendel 

Modern Politics lo be Dis- 
cussed at Regular Meeting 

Dr. Clinrloa W, :llondel, i:lialrman 
of tho Uepfirlnioiit uf riillosopliy will 
bp tho speaker at Iho rooplc'ii J'^oruiii 
to-morrow evening nt 7.30. lie will 
deliver nn addrcs.s which he Iiiia cal- 
led "Jleflccllons on .Modern I'olltlcs". 

Dr.' Hcndol, formerly nssoclnto pro- 
tossop of phllo.soi>hy nt I'rln'coton 
University, l.i rog.nrdcd lui ii dlstln- 
qiiished Icachor of philosophy. He 
graduated from Princeton v.-illi his 
doctor's degree iii lOlfi. Then ho 
Kindled abroad, principally at Mar- 
burg in 'Germany and at Paris, where 
ho attended the conferences of Ilcnrl 
Bergson. Ifc returned to Princeton 
and took np graduate work eventual- 
ly lending to his Ph. ÏJ. degree. In 
his third year p£ graduate work ho 
was awarded .a Procter fellowship. 

"When the Unitëd fjlatcs entered 
tho war he .served ovcrsea.s for a year 
and a half. On his return ho was ap- 
pointed instructor In philosophy at 
Williams College. I'rom 1910 until 
tills fall ho was • nssoclato professor 
pUHosoi)J)y.-.-<! . Pch^tee.toiii 

At present he is engaged In re- 
search work on tho political and 
moral phllofopliy of Ttoiisseau. Uo Is 
particularly well qualified to discuss 
the .'iulijcot ho lui.s I'iio.seii, having 
written e."clciiHively on llio works of 
r. J. Roiiss'ctiii and David Ilumc, says 
tho Koruin secretary.

NEVER? No, never again do we desire lo have cause to in 
stitute a day of remembrance to those who fall in \varf«ro. 
Never again may we have to believe that our iwrsonal contribu- 
"tion to arms \vin make the world for democracy. Never again 
^^do we want to be told that this is the war to end war, the en- 
suing consequence, oratorical pacifisms who declaim war as 
wicked and peace as angelic. 

'■' " ■ Much rather would we have a constructive i>oace. 

If never ajrain, how then shall we eliminate the possibility? 
In oijr present position war is inevitable. There are institutions 
,vhich are designed to cut dowi this bramble, which hampers the 
path of iM'ogress. but never one that attempts to destroy the root. 
Economist, jurisl., theologian, biologist and psycholofirist, each 
daims the defect to be caused by the negligence shown to his 
jphere of tliought. Each of the arguments which they propound 
has within itself a portion of the 'truth, and it is not individually, 
bt iÉÉli^t ively. tracing the causes of Avhat appears to some as a 
crim^f'and stupid phenomenon, that will bring a scientific solu- 
tion. 

Far be it from us to make a blind personal statement as to 
; the cause.of war, but we must agree with Proudhon in his asser- 
>1;ion that there is a slow starvation of humanity, a physical, men- 
" tal .and moral hunger. All these three latter ar^ closely related 
■311 the -'basic is the physical hunger. If a man's bread and-but- 
i^ei: -is ^being taken away he will fight and rightly so. England 
j found that Germany was a dangerous economic rival who, if we 
can believe documents published a year or two ago, was anxious, 
i althoùg£"nôt ready for war even in 1911i having plaWtSTrn'sti 
'tack through Belgium. With the help of the Allies she vowed to 
Î crush Germany, and this she did. But in causing the mortal 
i wound the knife slipped and cut deep into the victoi-. British 
' capital was hurried from Loiribard Street to revive Germany as 
* British trade slumped. The victor had to give his life blood 
to the near dead so that he, the near dead, might revive and 
stop the gushing wound of the victor. A .pretty how d'ye .do. 
Nations are dependent upon each other; and not until there is 
' international, economic control will there be no more war. As 
cities became nations, so the nations must become international. 
As long as there are national monopolistics systems there will 
~lje wans. 

For a .system to exist- it must create an educational system 
to support itself. Thus we ask for bread and are given a stone. 
We learn how to build bridges, generate electricity and sell 
bomb.s. but we aru deprived of learning about man. Mentally 
.starved, we fool ourselves that we hate war and, in an enierg- 
pntsy, we aj u swung completely over by an jutoxicathig press. 

Starved morally, at the first opportunity we go to the ex- 
itrcnre-s. The vu.st majority of people are in cities, wliere they 
Jive in morbid .surrounding.^ work in depressing environments 
►and die in tle-spair. Excitenieiil comes but in the liectic dissipa- 
(tibn that is around us, adventure never. When placards urge U8 
^^o travel to foreign lands in a strange garb, or join an in-stitu- 
tion and .see the world, the dormant desire for adventure out 
,and war fodder is available. 

\ . We fool ourselves. We cannot affprd to be hypocritee. 
' Tomorrow, in holy memory, sermons will be preached and 
;iu these sermons parables, so that the following is not out o£ 
jplace ; 

. "Jkfurder i.s a Jieceiisai'y evil," tsaid Cain as he wezil to meet 
'his brother. 'J'he angels in heaven shed a l-^Jar. 

"It is not the money," said Judas, as he slowly counted lii.s 
fSiiver. And each of tha angels in heaven wept bitterly. 
. "It is OUI- natural right," said the slave dealer as he sold 
,]iis coloured brother. It was then that the angels in heaven 
[began to cry unceasingly.

"In former jicriods : the savings 
funds of the American people were 
not alone adequate for our capital re- 
quirements.

pressed heavily upon the supply. 

"The reserves has been found to be 
true in the period under review. For 
the I.irrer part of this period, not only 
tho earning.': and savings of the peo- 
ple supplied the additional capital for 
financing the rapid dcv-elopmcnt of 
industry, but in addition they fur- 
nished sevcra.1 billions of dollars for 
loans to foreign countries.', 

'•During the later montlis ot UuM' 
period covered by the survey, a new 
tendency has been obher\-cd. In- 
vestors, as well as a large bo'.y of 
speculators have invested through 
the sloek e:;changcs no'. only their 
savings, but the proceeds o£ loans 
secured through banks and brokers, 
until the credit structure of the coun- 
try has been suftidentiy •wcig'nted to 
indicate a credit s-.rlngcncy, result- 
ing in an abnormally high rate for all 
money and an appreciable increase in 
the rate -ot interest for business pur- 
poses. The consequences of^thls pro- 
cess can not be measured at this 
time, but they are factor* In th» pro- 
blem of maintaining economic bal- 
ance "n-hich will !)• touched on later 
in this report. 

"Meanwhile, industry has been able 
to reduce its requirements for short- 
term credits from the banlis through 
issuance of securities. The preference 
for i>ermajient methods of financing 
business is reflected in the relatively 
fiaiall increase in commercial loans of 
banks in recent years, as contrasted 
with the increase in security holdings 
and collateral loans." 

"There has also been an Increase in 
tho velocity of the turnover o; credit, 
due to improved transpoilation and 
communication, aclcntlflc control of 
inventories, the continuation of tho 
simplification movement^ and our ac- 
celerated turnover .of commodities. 
BusincF-B has thus devtIoi:e<J a new 
degree ot economy in tiie use of 
credit, whloh may be KC-t doivn as 
another characteristic of the period," 
These conclusions of the Investiga- 
ting committee summarize tho Kludy 
of tho Indu.^tria! situation. There ore 
also ciiapterK of major interest on 
price reialionuhipi!, cost of living, dis- 
tribution of national income, money 
and credit and their e.'/ect on buti- 
ncsz, and foreign markpts and fore- 
ign credits.
